The country confronts a ‘aide in the movement 

of American products, especially wheat. The rail- 
roads, which were just beginning to move the 
wheat crop and to increase their equipment of cars 
and men, are now beginning to sidetrack trains 
and lay off men. The wheat-carrying roads are 
abandoning trains because there is no ocean trans- 
portation for the wheat. 
. This stoppage of commerce does not affect only 
the railroads, the merchants and the banks; it 
affects the entire*farming population. The men 
who are hardest hit are the producers of the 
crops. 

The administration stands ready to begin the 
shipment of American products by Government 
colliers whenever Congress passes the necessary 
legislation. Secretary Daniels says he could util- 
ize four large colliers for heavy trade, having an 
average capacity of 29,000 bales of cotton or 400,- 
000 bushels of wheat. He urges the carrying of 
freight to Europe on naval vessels. But congres- 
sional obstruction stands in the way. 

An amendment to the Panama Canal act, admit-} 
ting to American registry foreign-built ships less 
than.five years old, was checked in the Senate by 
Senators Simmons and Williams, Democrats, on 
ths ground that the legislation was dangerous and 
inadequate. Why dangerous? What interest is 
threatened by a measure which would at least 
help to move the vast crop of American wheat 
now awaiting a market? Of course, it is inade- 
quate, but it would be a step in the right direc- 
tion. Half a loaf is better than no bread. Why 
block everything until an adequate measure can 
be passed? 

Senator Newlands’ suggestion that the Govarn- 
ment be authorized to provide for the construc- 
tion of 30 vessels, to be used as auxiliary ships to 
the navy or for use in commercial or navy mail 
lines, is good, but it does not offer aid in the 
present emergency. 

Why wait to build ships? Why not buy ships? 
If the American Government can authorize the 
building of ships for commerce, the American 
Government can buy ships for commerce. Most 
of the vessels belonging to French, British, Ger- 
man, Belgian and other foreign corporations and 
individuals, can be bought for a small percentage 
of their value. 


As a business policy the Government would do 
far better to appropriate sufficient money to buy 
a fleet of commercial vessels for immediate use, 
than to authorize the building of any number of 
vessels for use next year or the year after or five 
years hence, when the crisis is past. It is doubt- 
ful whether admitting foreign-built ships to 
American registry would meet the emergency. It 
might help. But corporations would have to be 
organized, private capital enlisted and assurances 
of the safety of these ships would have to be 
given by Congress. Great Britain’s manifest in- 
tention to prevent any shipments entering Ger- 
many might hamper a movement of this kind. 
Capital is timid. 


Ships owned by the Government, operated under 

the American flag and put into commission sole- 
ly for the ‘purpose of meeting the needs of the 
civilized world, would be regarded with approval 
by the European nations which will control the 
seas, and which have as much need for our food- 
stuffs as we have need for a foodstuff market. 
The opportunity for trade in South and Central 
America and in Asia and Africa, which the Post- 
Dispatch urged the American merchants and man- 
ufacturers to seize depends upon adequate shipping 
facilities. Without means of distributing Ameri- 
can products, the opportunity does not exist. Con- 
gress can provide the means. 
Every day’s delay makes the crisis more acute 
and increases the menace of the existing situation 
to the agricultural, financial, industrial and com- 
mercial interests of this country. 


SOME AMERICAN WORTHIES ABROAD. 


As a rule the war brings benefits to America 
and handicaps to Europe, but there is an ex- 
ception. The foreign quarter of every city 
abroad includes not a few Americans who orig- 
inally left their country for their country’s good 
and who are no credit to it in foreign parts. 
Europe is now an uncomfortable place for these 
worthies. 

The $2,750,000 appropriation by Congress will 
enable many to revisit us who otherwise would 
never*be able to come back. They will return 
to the harm of the country they benefited when

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THE DUMDRUDGE WAR FORMULA. 


Reducing war to its lowest terms, Carlyle be- 
gun at the happy British industrial village of 
Dumdrudge of 800 inhabitants. He took 30 of the 
men from the town, dressed them up in regi- 
nientals, put a gun in the hands of each and 
shipped them abroad. 

But there was also a pleasant French village of 
Dumdrudge. From this another 30 were taken, 


attired in war regalia and shipped abroad. The 


30 British Dumdrudgers meet the 30 French 
Dumdrudgers in Spain and the 60 shot each other 
full -of holes: if 

it is not quite as simple as that now. The 30 
British Dumdrudgers will join themselves to the 
30 French Dumdrudgers and will then be re- 
inforced by 30 more from each of pleasant Dum- 
drudges in Belgium and Russia and Servia and 
Montenegro. Then these 180, Dumdrudgers will 
be stood up somewhere in front of perhaps the 
whole male population forced out from some hap- 
py German Dumdrudge and from some équally 
‘happy Austrian Dumdrudge. 

What happened to the original Dumdrudgers 
was this: “They blew,” says Carlyle, “the souls 
out of one another and in place of 60 brisk, use- 
ful craftsmen the world had 60 dead carcasses 
to bury. Had these men any quarrel? Busy as 
the Devil is, not the smallest.” 

Wherein does the formula of war today differ 
from the formula given by Carlyle? The plan-of 
campaign, the grand strategy, is the same. The 
result is the same except that instead of merely 
60 the world will have the carcasses of 120 brisk, 
useful Dumdrudgers to bury, or 180, or more like- 
ly 360. : | 


/ 
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JOHN BUBNS OF ENGLAND. 
It was John Burns the first workingman that 
ever sat in a British Cabinet, who stood firm to 
the last against launching Great Britain into the 
European war, and who resigned his office rather 
than consent to conflict. 

Burns was a labor leader in the crowded East 
End of London. He gained local celebrity as a 
strike organizer and leader. He was elected to 
the London County Council, the board that ex- 
ercises supervision over the joint affairs of the 
27 independent municipalities which make up 
Greater London, and manages their joint water 
system, their tramways and their police and fire- 
fighting services. On that board he exhibited ca- 
pacity for ameliorating the hard conditions of 
city life. Under his energetic leadership the 
County Council adopted a policy of razing foul 
tenements privately owned and replacing them 
with humane habitations for the poor. Municipal 
ownership got a new impetus from Burns’ ad- 
vocacy of it. 

When the Liberals came into power six years 
ago they made Burns chairman of the English 
Local Government Board, which supervises the 
fiscal affairs of all English cities. There he has 
reudered excellent service for the workers. 

Human nature being what it is, many of his fol- 
lowers in the ranks of labor denounced him for 
accepting a $15,000-a-year Government job. He 
Was censured by the men he had always served, 
and whom he ip his new position continued to 
serve, for takig from the Liberal government 
an office in which he could make his service of 
the workers more effective. He was accused of 
having “gone over to the aristocracy.” 

These charges hurt Burns. He worked harder 
than ever, but he shut himself off from contact 
with any except those persons whom his work 
required him to meet. He continued to live as 
simply as when he was a labor leader with only 
a few hundred a year at his private command. 
And he quit talking. He became silent John 
Burns, the hardest man in the British Govern- 
ment to get at. 

Now he has given the last, best proof of his 
unswerving loyalty to England’s workers, his own 
people, by giving up his office rather than vote 
to send them to ‘slaughter on Huropean battle- 
fields. 
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SUCCESSORS OF BISMARCK AND MOLTEE. 


In its former war against France, Germany was 
greatly assisted by a masterly direction of its 
general foreign relations. But if the successor of 
the first Von Moltke cannot fight any better than 
the successor of Bismarck devises helpful diplo- 
matic dispositions, Germany may be in for an 
awtul trouncing.

UNSATISFACTORY. 
PHILADELPHIA RECORD: The spirit of the 


commission is shown in its suggestions of econ- 


omies and increases in passenger rates. The lat- 
ter involve conflicts with various state boards. 
The free passes of which the commission com- 
plains cost nothing. They are given to employes 
who wouldn't travel if they had to pay fare, and 
the $18,000,000 that the roads could get for tickets 
if it didn’t give passes is a vagary of the imagina- 
tion.

The decision shows that the commission gave a 
judicial consideration to this problem and decided 
without regard to the railroads’ threats or their 
possible effect upon the public mind in its rela- 
tion to the commission. The railroad threat 
failed either to raise a big public clamor or to in- 
fluence the commission. The public gets two 
points from the commission to one given to the 
railroads. 

Now let the railroads reform their own con- 
duct and business, and they will not need to try- 
such tactics again. 


THE RATE DECISION. 

NEW YORK HERALD: “A living wage is as 
essential for a railroad as for an individual.” 
This is the terse expression of a simple truth 
from the opinion of Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioner Daniels in the freight rates decision, dis- 
senting from the decree of the majority. 

This confines the advance to a specific area or 
zone included in what is known as “official classi- 
fication territory.” Commissioner Daniels favored 
a general advance, as did Commissioner McChord, 
who scoffs at imaginary lines defining zones“ 
and declares that they constitute one industrial 
community. 

The increased revenue which the accorded ad- 
vances will bring to the roads, however, is im- 
portant, and of vastly greater. importance in 
the recognition -by the majority of the principle 
that the railways are entitled to a fair return on 
the capital invested. 

NO ADEQUATE RELIEF. 

BALTIMORE NEWS: As a mass the railroads 
in the whole territory affected may get from 
the increased rates fifteen to twenty-five millions 
more of revenues, as the volume of traffic falls 
or rises. It will help slightly to pay some more 

wage increases. Substantial augmentation of the 
railroads’ earning power was asked for. It is not 
complete proof of the success of regulation that 
the regulating agency unanimously agreed that 
more revenue was needed and then by a divided 

vote refused adequate relief. 


$15,000,000 MORE ANNUALLY. 

PHILADELPHIA TELEGRAPH: .The new 
rates are expected to increase the income of the 
railroads approximately 11-2 per cent, or per- 
liaps $15,000,000 annually. 

The result will be disappointing to the rail- 
and of small advantage to the public, but 
something has been gained over the previous ef- 
fort of the roads to secure an increase which was 
flatly refused. The commission now holds that 
the income of the railroads is smaller than is de- 
manded in public interest, but thinks some of it 
should be made up by increase of passenger fares 
and by cutting off free service. 

This is easier to say than to do. In fact the 
opinion which embodies the decision is full of 
suggestion about management, which, however, 
is not of that drastic character that seems to have 
been anticipated. The present financial diffi- 
culties of the railroads are recognized by the 
commission as a problem not only of the railroads 
but of the public.

Brings Strong Men to Aid. 
EARLY all the men who went into his cabi- 
N net June 14, are young, of no very great 
experience but popular with the Deputies 
as well as with the Senators. It was a masterly 
stroke by which Viviani was able to add Theo- 
phile Delcasse to his Government last Sunday as 
Minister of War and obtain the co-operation of 
Georges Clemenceau. They are the two strong- 
est men in France and two of the strongest in 
Europe, bitter enemies and political foes. France 
has urgent need of them both at this time, but it 
fs doubtful if anyone but Viviani could have 
brought them together. 

Delcasse could be described as the Incarnation 
of French revenge toward Germany. He is the 
son of a peasant of the Pyrennes and became a 
newspaper reporter in Paris when he reached nis 
majority which happened to be just at the close 
of the Franco-Prussian war. By writing brilliant 
articles on democracy for starvation wages, he 
attracted the attention of Gambetta, the first 
President of the new Republic, who needed an 
editor for his paper “Republique Francaise.’ Del- 
casse took the position and his political fortune 
was made. He was appointed Minister of Colonies 
in 1894 and Minister of Foreign Affairs in 1898. 
For seven years after that Prime Ministers came 
and went but Delcasse stayed on. He was too 
great a man to leave out of any cabinet. 

It were well for France if she could be as con- 
fident in the leaders of her army in the field as 
she can be in Delcasse, her Minister of War. 
France never forgets the pages of her history 
concerning those leaders of her army who made 
themselves masters of the State by the aid of the 
soldiers.

It was not until the middle of 1911, when the 
war clouds were beginning to loom darkly and 
all the Governments of Europe became firmly 
convinced that they would not be dispelled that 
France decided to name a commander-in-chief of 
her army who was also to have the title of Chief 
of Staff. The place was offered to Gen. Pau, the 
one-armed hero of the Franco-Prussian war ani 
acknowledged to be the ablest military commander 
of the army. But when he insisted upon the right 
to name, in time of peace as well as in time of 
war, the commanders of brigades as well as those 
of army corps and the chiefs of staff, the French 
Government refused to give him this authority 
and allowed him to retire. He again enrolled in 
the army and is in the field, in command of one 
of the corps, a gallant and efficient officer in spite 
of his 67 years, but without the power to direct 
the whole campaign.

J. H. Jellicoe. He entered the navy in 1872 and 
served with distinction in the Egyptian war of 
1882, winning the Khedive’s bronze star for his 
services at the bombardment of Alexandria and at 
Tel-el-Kebir. 

His escapes from deaths are many. He was 
one of the few officers saved when H. M. 8. Cam- 
perdown rammed H. M. S. Victoria, sending Sir 
George Seymour and 600 officers and men to the 
bottom of the Mediterranean 20 years ago.

Servia Tries to Win the World’s Esteem. 
Ern, the successor of Alexander, was frowned upon by the Kings 
D of Europe because of his supposed connection with the royal 
murder. He and the Servian nation sought to advance themselves 
in the world’s esteem by their bravery in the war of the allied Balkan 
states. on Turkey. They did win worldwide admiration by the heroic 
campaign in which they took the Turkish city of Sceutari. But they 
won nothing else. When the Balkan War was over, they found them- 
selves robbed of Scutari, and of their coveted outlet to the Adriatic, by 
the statecraft of Austria. The new kingdom of Albania was created. cmc 
through Austria’s influence, and Servia’s boundaries remained unchanged. 
So much for Servian hatred of Austria, and for Austria’s 
ousness regarding Servia, which was the next thing in Austria's way in 


Ferdinand was due to a conspiracy or not, few tears were shed in Servia 
over his death. His taking-off gave Austria a pretext for unlimited and 
impossible demands on Servia, such as she made, and Servia rejected, 
last month. 

If no other Power had interfered, Servia, after a spirited resistance, 
would probably have been conquered and annexed. or would have been 
placed in a tributary position where, when circumstances favored, she 
could have been later seized as Bosnia was. 

But Russia had the best of reasons for siding actively with Servia. 
The Servians are a Slavic people, racially akin to the Russians, and they 
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Church is the prineipal branch. 
Russia has, since the days of the Crimean War, been the friend of 


Servia, Bulgaria, Roumania and Greece. he has not always done for 
them as much as they desired, in the way of protecting them from 
Turkey, but it must be remembered that Russia has been restrained by 
the jealousy of other European Powers, who have insisted that Russia 
should keep her hands off Constantinople. In the present case, Russia 
considered both her duty and her opportunity plain, and did it without 
halt or quibbie. — 

Russia Covets the East Prussian District. 

USSIA, as well as Austria, has ambitions. She has been accused 
of coveting the east Prussian lands which were once a part of 
Poland, with the port of Dantzig on the Baltic, and the strip of 

land south of Poland and east of the Carpathian Mountains, which now 
‘belongs to Austria. She has also desired Huropean Turkey, and the Bal- 
kan States have existed partly as a buffer between the domains of the Czar 
and the Sultan. 

In every way, the ambition of Russia and the ambition of Austria 
are in conflict. Russia’s autocratic government has given her the ad- 
vantage of being able to proceed without waiting on Parliaments; but 
its weakness has been the disaffection of Russia’s own people, and par- 
ticularly of the people of the conquered provinces of Poland and Finland. 

Germany, now for 43 years the great central Power of Europe, has 
considered the Slavic nations a menace, and the “Slav Peril” has been 
discussed by its statesmen much as the “Yellow Peril“ is sometimes talked 
of in America. But since there must be Slavs, she would prefer to see 
them under Germanic rule. 

In Austria-Hungary today, the Germans dominate the Magyars and 
Slavs, though the latter outnumber them two or three to one. They do 
this by the interplay of racial jealousies. Germany, therefore, prefers 
to see the domain of Austria among the Slavic peoples extended, rather 
than to see Russian influence among them increased. ) lf 

The Triple Alliance of Germany, Austria and Italy, first formed in 
1882, represents Germany's desire to oppose central Burope unitedly 
against Russia om one side and France and England on the other. In 
recent years, Germany has become an industrial, and hence a naval rival 
of England. 

Germany has also ambitions to become a colonial power, like England. 
The time for building up new colonial empires, as England did in India, 
has about ceased, and, save for the tropical zone in Africa, there is not 
much new soil to be had: The alternative is to take the colonies already 
built up by someone else, and Germany has not denied that, in her present 
attack on France, it was her purpose to seize France’s colonies.

In her requests for British neutrality, Germany set forth that she had 
no design of annexing the territory of France, but she would give no

As military experts have explained, Germany invaded Belgium, with 
the full knowledge that she would thus make England her enemy, because 
she considered that the French had the Franco-German border too 
strongly fortified for them. They seemingly did not count on the strength 
of Belgian fortifications, and the desperate quality of the resistance they 
would encounter in the little kingdom. From now. on, Belgium is to be 
reckoned with as an ally of the Powers opposing Germany—a more effec- 
tive ally, to all appearances, than Austria is likely to be to Germany. 

Great Britain tound her justification for war in the violation of 
Belgian neutrality, and in the German purpose to despoil France of her 
colonies. 

The treaty requiring Belgian neutrality was as plain as a treaty 
can be made, and Germany admitted that she disregarded it. In view of 
this frank admission, England did not feel called on to accept any 
promises of future good behavior that Germany might make. 

England’s purpose—not to gay its ambition, since it is in the position 
of a country which has attained its ambition—has been to maintain the 
balance of power on the Continent. The balance of power, an axiom of 
British statecraft since Napoleon’s time, is simply the idea that no one 
nation must be permitted to develop predonderant strength, and to make 
itself the master of Hurope. England once regarded Russia as the greatest 
menace to the balance of power—lately it is Germany which she and 
other nations have so regarded.

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TAILS AND HUGE 
LIPS CLIMAX OF 


NIGERIA STYLES} 


Girls Suffer Tortures for Later 
Adornments, but Wedding Day 
Brings Their, Reward. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8&8 — There 
dwells in the remote part of Nigeria, 
not yet under’ the complete control 
of the British, several tribes whose 
women wear tails and are proud of 
them. This information came to the 
National Geographical Society in a 
letter from Maj. A. J. N. Tremearne, 


who has served there both as.a po-, 


litical and police officer. 

These tails, he said, play an impor- 
tant part in the social life of the 
people, for they are the sign of 
matronly dignity. A woman, on be- 


coming a bride, casts away a simple 


girdle. of twisted grass, which up to 
that time has been her sole adorn- 
ment, and begins ‘to wear an apron 
of leaves‘and a fancy tail. 

“These tails are made of palm 
fiber, plaited ‘or bound together with 
string and usually stained with a red 
earth, which also is used for the fur- 
ther adornment of the lady’s body.” 
Tremearne said: Sometimes a Kajji 
matron who desires to be a leader 
in the fashionable world will wear a 
tiny iron bell just above the tail, but 
this is of rare oocurrence. 

“To add further to their attract- 
iveness,,both the upper and lower lips 
of these women are pierced in order 
to admit a flat, round disc of wood 
ealled the tichlak, which usually is 
about the size of a half dollar. The 
lips of the little girls are pierced 
When they are 7 or 8 yeurs of age 


and a piece of wood inserted and 
worn for a time until a larger one 
takes its place, the opening thus be- 
ing gradually enlarged until a full 
sized tichiak can be carried without 
discomfort. The object of this singu- 
larly discomforting adornment is to 
prevent the women from eating dogs, 
which are considered the greatest 
delicacy by the men of the tribes. 
“Both sexes decorate their bodies 
with regular designs; the chests and 
backs of the little girls are scarified 
at a very early age. When they ar- 
rive at marriageable age the girls 
undergo a furthen ordeal, for two 
sets of parallel lines are cut both 


on the chest and the back, and as 
soon as possible after marriage the 
head lines are made. These consist 
of a number of short cuts across the 
forehead extending from ear to ear, 
and 13 long, slanting lines are cut on 
each cheek from ean to chin.”

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LOUISIANA NOT T0 
J. NS GAME BAG 


Democrats in Congress An- 
nounce True Conditions in 
State Upset by Sugar Tariff. 


DECLARE GROWERS LOYAL 


Cotton Men Oppose Progressives 
on Account of Stand Taken 
on Future Trading. 


By Wire From the Washington Ru- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—lInvestiga- 
tion by Democratic members of Con- 
gress and members of the Wilson ad- 
ministration into tales that Louisiana is 
aflame against the Democratic party and 
that five or six of the eight congres- 
sional districts will be turned over to 
the Progressives or to a coalition of the 
Bull Moosers and the Republicans, has 
resulted in the conclusion that there Is 
no more chance of Roosevelt stuffing 
Louisiana into his game bag than there 

Was in 1912. 

So circumstantial were the tales be- 
ing told that they could not be ignored. 
Furthermore, the Colonel himself an- 
nounced he was going to the Pelican 
State and bring it back in his game bag. 
while Col. John M. Parker, who ar- 
ranged for Roosevelt’s bear hunt down 
in that locality, as chairman of the 
Progressive organization, felt it his duty 
to prepare the State for the Colonel. 

Few Bull Moose Tickets. 

But there is no State-wide campaign 
in Louisiana this year. A few parochia! 
officers are to be elected, and, of course, 
Congressmen, And in only a few of 
the parishes throughout the State is 
there any thought of the Progressives 
putting up tickets for township or ward 
officers, as they are called in Louisiana, 
which has the Code Napoleon organiza- 
tion of parishes and wards instead of 
counties and townships. 

In only one congressional district is 
there even a slight hope for the Pro- 
gressives—in the Third, now represented 
by Robert F. Broussard, who, owing to 
the fact that the Louisiana Legislature 
is supposed to meet only once in four 
years, was a Senator-elect before his 
election to the House the last time, 
two years ago. If he were a candidate 
on the Democratic ticket, even if he 
does disagree with the party on the 
tariff, Roosevelt’s party would have no 
chance even in that district. 

As Broussard has already been elect- 
ed to the Senate, however, he has no 
direct personal interest in whet his old 
district does in the matter of choosing 
a successor. His indifference, plus the 
dissatisfaction of the sugar cane grow- 
ers and their factory hands, might make 
it possible for the Progressives to claim 
the district at next fall’s election. 

Murdock Hurt the Cause. 

There are comparatively few sugar 
producers but many consumers in Louis- 
lana and the Democratic leaders expect 
that fact to appeal to those who are not 
producers, although not to the cane 
farmer. 

The Third District is the home of the 
sugar growers, among whom is Chie! 
Justice White, whose plantatien is said 
to be on the market because he is un- 
willing to run the risk of continuing 
cane cultivation in face of the fact that 
sugar goes on the free list in the spring 
of 1916. 

Col. Parker appeared to make great 
headway among the New Orleans Cotton 
Exchange members. They became dis- 
satisfied with the Clarke amendment 
proposing to tax cotton futures on the 
theory such deals were nothing but 
gambling operations. They were consid- 
ered so until President Wilson, Postmas- 
ter-General Burleson, Secretary Houston 
and Oscar W. Underwood took the 
trouble to go into the subject thorough- 
ly. When they had done that they 
agreed on a substitute which taxed fu- 
ture contracts not made in conformity 
with Government standards. 

But Progressive sentiment among cot- 
ton men took flight when Victor Mur- 
dock, without even having gone into the 
subject after the Cabinet investigation. 
demanded the abolition of all future 
trading, denouncing the proposed regu- 
lation as a compromise with gambling. 

Suger Representatives Still Loyal. 

Henri Gueydan probably will be the 
Democratic nominee for Congress in the 
Third District. He would vote against 
free sugar if sent here, just as other 
Democrats from Louisiana did during 
the Underwood fight. There is a caucus 
rule for such disagreements. Repre- 
sentatives Dupre, Estopinal, Iazara and 
Morgan voted against free sugar, but 
they remained Democrats under the rule. 

In Louisiana it would be deemed ridic- 
ulous for a Democyat to support a Pro- 
gressive against any of the men who 
voted against free sugar because Pro- 
gressives in the House as a rule sup- 
ported: the Underwood Bill, including 
free sugar. In the Senate, Poindexter, 
La Follette and Clapp voted for the bill. 
Were Louisiana Demoerats to exchange 
their anti-free sugar Democratic Repre- 
sentatives for Progressives, the latter 
would have to be out of line with their 
leaders on that subject.

U. WON'T STOP,

Nations Must Live, He Says, and 
Therefore Must Do Business 
With One Another. 


PRICE RISE . EXPECTED 


Washington Officials, However, 
Predict That Such Boosts 
Will Not Last Long. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Secretary 
Redfield, declaring himself an optimist, 
today said no one could tell what the 
‘Government’s loss of revenue from the 
European war might be and that the 
country could turn to other markets and 
sources of supply. He said that in the 
business world if goods could not be ob- 
tained or sold in one plece the natural 
next move would be to supply the need 
from another direction. 

“There is nothing in our situation 
that should cause anxiety, much less 
excitement,“ said the Secretary. ‘The 
foreign commerce of the country is not 
going to stop and no predictions of con- 
tinued future loss of revenue have any 
sound basis in present fact. ‘Nobody 
Can foresee the degree to which, if at 
all, or the length of time, during which, 
purchases of supplies from abroad will 
be either prohibited or hampered. 

‘Cemmerce Greater Than War. 

“The forces of commerce are greater 
than those of war. Nations must live, 
and by the action of living must do busi- 
ness with one another.“ 

While no reports have reached the 
executive departments of any general | 
rise of prices growing out of the Euro- 
pean war, officials here anticipate an 
early move in that direction will be 
made by dealers. They take the posi- 
tion that any boosts in prices on that 
score are unjustified and predict that, 
if attempted, they will not continue 
long. 

“It is probable that any effect the war 
may have on prices will be only tem- 
porary,’’ said Secretary Redfield. 

Deportations Are Stopped. 

Deportations of undesirable aliens 
have been stopped everywhere in the 
United States, pending the war develop- 
ments. The only exceptions are in the 
cases of immigrants coming on lines 
not affected by the war, and these can 
only be ordered away after individual 
consideration of each case by the Wash- 
ington authorities. This was made 
known today by a statement of Sec- 
retary Wilson of the Department of 
Labor. 

All immigration officials have been 
instructed to refer every case to the

The Post-Dispatch London bureau has 
recelyed more than 9 cables, asking 
news of individuals. These requests are 
complied with whenever possible. 

It is impossible to reply to all be- 
cause the whereabouts of the persons 
sought is unknown; probably they are 
on the Continent. 

Sir Edward Grey, Foreign Minister, 
called on the Amefican Relief Commit- 
tee at the Savoy yesterday with Wal- 
dorf Astor and his wife.

“I am gratified that the sympathies 
of America are with England, because 
we are waging a fight for European

The most The Hague conference did in 
1907 was to forbid laying ‘‘unanchored 
automatic contact mines except, when 8s 
constructed as to become harmless ond 
hour at most after the person who laid 
them ceases to control them.“ 

It likewise prohibits laying anchored 
automatic contact mines “which do not 
become harmless as soon as they have 
been broken loose from their moorings,’ 
or employment of torpedoes ‘‘which do 
not become harmiess when they have 
missed their marks.“ 

Although there is a stipulation in 
the convention that every possible 
precaution must be taken to protect 
peaceful shipping, the opinion was 
that the article is a dead letter, as 
instanced in the damage done the 
neutral Norwegian vessel today. 

Officials here believe the mine which 
caused the damage was anchored, as 
most Of the North Sea is not more 
than 30 fathoms deep and much of 
it less than that. It is thought. 
therefore, the mines can be removed 
easily at the conclusion of the war. 
Each Power promises to remove at 
the close of hostilities all mines that 
can be located, and in the case of 
anchored automatic mines laid by 
one of the belligerants off the coast

This mine convention is to remain 
in force seven years from the date 
of its first deposit with the Nether- 
lands Government and thereafter un- 
less formally denounced.

British Secretary Praises 
America for Its Assistance 


LONDON, Aug. 8 4 p. m—Francis 
Dyke Acland, Foreign Under-Secretary, 
on behalf of the British Government, 
today expressed Britain’s appreciation 
of the diplomatic assistance given by 
the United States. Speaking in the 
House of Commons, he said the vari- 
ous American Embassies had been most 
kind and courteous in all matters con- 
nected with the position of British sub- 
jects abroad. He hoped that before 
very long it would be possible, through 
the United States, to arrange for the 
exchange of British subjects in Ger- 
many for German subjects in Great 
Britain. 

T. P. O’Connor then took up the cud- 
gels on behalf of American newspapers 
by asking Reginald McKenna, the 
Home Secretary, adequately to increase 
the staff of censors, now overworked, 
and to give them the assistance of 
trained newspaper men so that dis- 
patches would not be unduly delayed.

GERMANS IN PARIS 
MISTREATED, SAYS 
BERLIN NEWSPAPER 


Shops and 8 Said to 
Have Been Pillaged Before 
the War Opened. 


BERLIN. Aug. 9, via London. —The 


Norddeutsche Allgemaine Zeitung gives 
a long recital of the ill treatment of 
Germans living in Paris. Since the end 
of July, says the paper, they have been 
insulted in the streets and have been 


obliged to ask for police protection, 
which has been afforded only reluctant- 
ly. Even the railways refused to accept 
their luggage. As a result hundreds of 
Germans sought asylum in the embassy 
and consulate. 

After mobilization, the paper charges 
German hotels, restaurants, shops and 
residences were pillaged and wrecked 
while the police stood idly by. Many 
Germans were dismissed from their em 
ployment without wages being paid, and 
persecutions of every kind were indulged 
in. Germans living in the suburbs were 
subjected to the same kind. of treat- 
ment. 

As a result of the energetic interven- 


tion of the Ambassador, about 6000 Ger- 
mans were assisted to leave France, | 
while others without homes were ac- 
commodated in the schools. The Am- 
bassador himself was present when the | 
breaking of relations between the two 
Governments was announced and was 
obliged to ask for police protection until 
he left Paris, according to the report.

Expert Explains German 


Via Belgium 


Simple Analysis of the Geographical “Lay of the 
Land’ Shows Why Kaiser Has Taken This 
One of Three Routes Into France 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—To gain a com- 
prehensive understanding of the fight- 
ing which marks the beginning of the 
Franco-German conflict, writes the n- 
itary expert of the New York [Evening 
Sun, it is necessary to grasp clearly 
just one simple geographical! fuct. He 
says: 7 

“From the Rhine, which is the base 
of German operations, three roates lead 
west and south into France. 
starts at Cologne, crosges the Belgian 
frontier just beyond Alx-la-Whapalle, 
reaches the Meuse at Liege and ascends 
the Meuse to enter France between 
Maubeuge and Givet by a natural gap 
in the divide between the headwaters 
of the Oise and the Sambre. This is 
the route followed by the main railroad 
between Paris and Berlin. It was em- 
ployed by the allles in the second cam- 
paign in the French Revolution. The 
invaders were defeated by the French 
army celebrated in song and story as 
the army of the Sambre et Meuse’ at 
the decisive battle of Fleurus. 

„The second natural avenue to France 
starts at Coblenz and ascend the val- 
ley of the Moselle until it arrives at 
Luxemburg. It then crosses into France 
by Longwy and the gap of Stenay. This 
route was followed by the Duke of 
Brunswick. in the first invasion of 
France at the time of the revolution and 
by Blucher in 1814. The first attempt 
penetrate; through Longwy, passed 
Verdun, which surrendered, and was 
checked at the famous ‘Cannonade of 
Valmy.’ 

Three Routes to France. 

“The third approach follows the 
Rhine Valley from Mayence to Strass- 
burg and then turns west through the 
famous Severne gap to cross the fron- 
tier of France near Luneville and 
Nancy and directly in the center of the 
open space left by the French betwen 
Epinal and Toul. This was the route 
used by all invaders prior to the time 
when France seized Alsace in the ge- 
enteenth century, and it was to close 
this gap that Louis XIV and Richlien, 
struggled to acquire the Rhine fron- 
tier. 

‘It win be seen, then, that conform- 
ing to the geographical conditions. the 
Germans are directing at France threo 
great armies, the army of the Meuse, 
based on Cologne; the army of the Mo- 
selle, based on Coblenz, and the army of 
the Rhine, based on Mayence and on 
Strassburg. The first would naturally 
become visible when it touched Belgian 
territory; the second, when Luxem- 
burg was invaded; the third would re- 
main masked behind the fortifications of 
Metz and Strassburg. The first two 
would arrive in France behind the Bel- 
fort-Verdun barrier of forts and pre- 
sumably compel the French army on this 
line to fall back—opening the way for 
the army of the Rhine and permitting 
the concentration of all three German 
armies well within French territory and 
north of Paris, the German objective. 

First Movements by Germany. 

“Now it remains to consider what ha¢ 
happened. On Sunday a German ad- 
vance guard walked into Luxemburg and 
occupied the principality. Since Ge-- 
man mobilization had only just been 
ordered, this was plainly only a flying 
expedition made up of garrisons of 
frontier posts. Having occupied Luxem- 
burg, they began to skirmish in front 
of Longwy, and this fighting has con- 
tinued growing stiffer as the mass of 
the army of the Moselle came up. 

In the same fashion they also began 
on last Sunday skirmishing on the bor 
der facing Strassburg. Cirey was 
seized. rading parties crossed the boun- 
dary and a dirigible dropped bombs in 
Luneville, the first considerable town 
on the line of the approach of the 
Army of the Rhine. Unmistakably and 
even before war was declared the first 
firing showed exactly when the storm 
was coming in these two quarters. 

It remains to consider the Army of 
the Meuse, which had assigned to it 
the most difficult preliminary role. Be- 
tween Cologne, its base, and the fron- 
tier is a distance of % miles. Plainly 
the advance guard, probably the army 
corps regularly quartered at Cologne, 
reached this point on Sunday, for on 
Monday came the first statement of the 
violation of Belgian territory, precedec 
by a demand to be permitted to cross 
made by the Kaiser upon the Belgian 
Government. 

The permission being denied and Bei 
gian resistance assured, the invading 
force deployed rapidly until it spread 
out over an area of some 0 miles, its 
right flank resting upon the Dutch fron- 
tier at Vise, its left upon Spa and 
Stavelot, and its bulk on the line of 
the railway from Liege to Cologne, 
which, going south, descends the Ves- 
dre River to its junction with the Meuse 
at Liege. 

Brusque Offense Attempted, 

Three possibilities had to be consid- 
ered by the German commander of the 
Army of the Meuse. The Belgians 
might make no resistance. They might 
content themselves with a formal and 
insignificant resistance. Or they might 
in attempting to make a real resist- 
ance, fail utterly because their riobili- 
gation was incomplete. In any ‘case, his 
necessity was to push on at top speed 
and endeavor to lay hands on Liege, 
a strongly fortified town, before it 
was prepared, and, at the same time, 
endeavor to isolate ft by an enveloping 
movement, which necessitated crossing 
the Meuse at Vise. 

Plainly from these dispatches the brus- 
que offensive was attempted. So far 
as man can now judge it has failed. 
Could the Germans lay hold of Liege all

of some thousands of men to capture it 
was held worth while. This explains the 
apparent recklessness of the opening at- 
tacks and the slaughter which Beigian 
dispatches declare accompanied their re- 
pulse. Precisely the same thing was at- 
tempted by the Japanese at Port 
Arthur and also failed. 

Advance Delayed by Belgians. 
Only one thing is quite ciear tn the 
confusion. An unexpectedly heroic Bel- 
gian resistance has temporarily delayed 
the advance of the Army of the Meuse, 
While the main force is coming up de- 
hind, Liege still holds out and Belgian | 
and French troops have united and are 
hurrying to its support, with the posal- 
bility of English aid presently. If the 
lielgian resistance continues, it is clear 
that the real fighting will begin not in 
French territory but in Belgian, not 
«bout Maubeuge and Givet, but on the

Re 
membering that with the Russian troops 
gathering toward the east, the German 
necessity is quick and decisive success 
in the west, it is then plain to see how.

Attack was made on all the German 
cafes near the harbor. The asgailants. 
jugged out pianos, tables chairs and 
other furnishings and threw them into 
the water, 

“Crowds went around the city, stop, 
ping at all houses in which the pres- 
ence of Germans was suspected. When 
they found houses containing Germans 
the contents were looted or destroyed 
and the buildings wrecked. 

“German refugees have been able to 
get away by trains only as far as 
Essen. There the trains have stopped, 
and passengers have been obligéd to 
walk across the frontier, loaded with 
their baggage, getting another train at. 
the Dutch station of Rosendaal, and 
thus reaching Amsterdam.”

GERMANS CLOSE ENGLISH 
SHOPS AND JAIL REPORTERS 


Attack Upon English at German Capital and 
Stripping of Two American Girls Told of 
by Post-Dispatch Correspondent.

LONDON, Kem. 8.—Charles Tower, 


Berlin correspondent of the Post-Dis- 
patch and New York World, and H. W. 
Nevinson, correspondent of the Daily 
News, have telegraphed to London a 
story of their being arrested and sub- 
jected to mistreatment at the hands of 
the Berlin authorities. 

“We are writing this in the Ambassa- 
dor’s train, as it is passing through 
Holland on the journey from Berlin,“ 
their message reads. 

“After the Chancellor’s speech in th? 
Reichstag Tuesday afternoon there was 
small hope of England remaining neu- 
tral. This caused the bitterest disap- 
pointment in Berlin, and the declaration 
of war aroused the people to frenzy. 
Thousands of special sheets, distributed 
gratis in the crowded streets from mo- 
tors rushing in all directions, stirred 
the people to frantic indignation. 

“Immediately an ugly crowd rushed 
from the city’s central avenue, the fa- 


mous Unter den Linden, to the British, 


embassy, a few steps down Wilhelm- 
Strasse. Before the police arrived on 
the scene rowdies began smashing the 
windows with sticks and stones, at the 
same time shouting execrations on the 
English. A more serious assault was 
checked by the arrival of two squad- 
rons of mounted police. 
A Terrible Night. 

“The night following was a terrible 
one for all the conspicuous and well- 
known English-speaking people in Ber- 
lin. The rage of the people was espe- 
clally vented against the correspond 
ents, who were promptly denounced as 
les, though several were residents of 
long standing and had formerly been 
recognized as German-ophiies. 

“A howling mob gathered outside the 
great Hotel Adlon, in Unter den Linden, 
where we were staying. Pointed out by 
the detectives, all the correspondents 
in the hotel were arrested by the police 
and dragged through the violently hos- 
tile crowd. 

“They struck us with fists and with 
sticks. The police were as brutal as if 
we were extreme criminals. They car- 
ried us to the local police station, where 
we were subjected to a rigorous searcii. 
Then we were taken to the headquar- 
ters, where references to the highest 
German authorities were disregarded. 

“Our final examination before the 
Chief of the Political Police was com- 
paratively civil 

“Meanwhile the Americans in the ho- 
tel appealed to Secretary Grew at the 
American Embassy, and he compelled 
the Under Secretary for Foreign Af- 
fairs to telephone ordering our immedi- 
ate release. 


Mob Around HBmbassy. 

“Despite the presence of a large force 
of police, the turbulence of the mob 
around the English Embassy continued 
through the night. 

“All day Wednesday arrests were 
made of English-speaking residents in 
all quarters of the city on the most 
trumpery charges of espionage. Hun- 
dreds were refused entrance to the em- 
bassy by the police, and their only 
course was to besiege the American 


bassy. 

“All shops bearing English names 
were closed and many were partially 
wrecked. 

“Angry protests were made by Am- 
baseador Gerard against these ‘four- 
teenth century methods’ and at last ther 
brought an apology from the Foreign 
Office, 


| “Nevertheless the arrests continued. 


English residents found the doors of 
their flats sealed, their bank accounts 
closed and money sent from England 
was reported as confiscated by the post- 
office.“

Despite their possession of pass- 
ports, issued in America and even vised 
at the Foreign Office, they were dragged 
out of their car, stripped to the skin, 
their possessions searched and finally 
allowed to turn back from the frontier 
only after the most disgusting insults.” 

The Berlin correspondent of the Times, 
wiring from The Hague, describes the 
outburst of the Berlin mob as a dis- 
grace to German civilisation. He adds: 

“I am bound to say that the safety of 
British subjects has depended and seems 
still to depend mainly on the vigor with 
which American Aimvasesador Gerard has 
from the outset undertaken the protec- 
tion of the British interests intrusted 
to his care.“

They Must Not Wear Uniforms 
or Carry Arms, According to 
United States Rules. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8&8—Under new 
instructions to collectors of customs, 
designed to fres commerce from all pos- 
sible restrictions and still observe neu- 
trality, promulgated today, European 
reservists will be allowed to sail for 
their home countries if they are not in 
uniform, do not carry arms and go as 
individuals. 

These instructions were designed with 
the idea (hat the responsibility and bur- 
den of deciding questions of intergation- 
al law shall be passed along by collect- 
ors to the Treasury and State Depart- 
ments. 

They supersede. instructions recently 
given without the knowledge of the 
Treasury Department, by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, which affected re- 
servists and ships. 

New Neutrality Instructions. 

The new instructions issued to collect- 
ors of customs follow: 

“You will permit foreign-bound ves- 
sels to clear only after they have filed 
with you their full and final manifests. 

“You will notify all merchant vessels 
in your district that they will be sub- 
ject to inspection and examination of 
documents, ships and cargoes by State 
authorities before clearance is given and 
will be subject to further examination 
by United States authorities after bear- 
ance and while such vessels femain 
within the territorial waters of the 
United States. Such vessels shall stop 
and lie to for examination when sig- 
nalled by a United States vessel. 

“Any foreign bound vessel whose 
character as a merchant vessel is es- 
tablished to your satisfaction, is en- 
titled to clearance (subject to the re- 
guirements of paragraph 1) no matter 
what the character of her cargo or what 
her destination. 

‘You will not refuse clearance to mer- 
chant vessels, whether of the United 
States or other neutral power, or wheth- 
er of a belligerent power, solely on 
the ground that the cargo contains con- 
traband of war. 


Altering of Vessel’s Status, 
“When a vessel of a belligerent 
Power, which has arrived as a merchant 
vessel, alters or attempts to alter her 
status as a merehant vessel, or there 
is reason to believe she intends to alter 
such status, so as to become an aux- 
mary cruiser or armed vessel in any 
degree, you will immediately notify the 
department hy wire, giving all particu- 
lars. Any of the following acts will 
constitute such a change of status: 
„a) The placing in position or other- 
wise changing the location of guns 
‘which were on board the vessel at the 
time of her arrival. 

„b) So changing the appearance, col- 

or, rig or equipment of a vessel as to 
render her — for some purpose of 
war. 
) The taking on board of guns, 
arms or ammunition under  cir- 
cumstances which in any way indicate 
the outfitting of the vessel for any pur- 
pose of war, or in ald of a military ex- 
pedition. ‘ 

Instructions in Case of Doubt. 

“Should any vessel depart or attempt 
to depart from your district without a 
regular clearance, you will wire the de- 
partment and the commander of the 
nearest naval vessel or revenue cutter. 
“You will teport by wire to the de- 
partment and to the commander of the 
nearest naval vessel or nayal station 
the arrivals and departures of all war 
vessels of foreign nations. 

“In case of doult, wire the depart- 
ment for instructions.”

Germany, he says, “‘is seeking the 
counterpart of the fertile plains of 
western Canada, or the rich valleys 
of North Africa, where her people 
may build a new Germany whose 
existence will strengthen her and not 
her rivals. But such a promised land.

to be found. Every available spot is 
held by England, France or Russia. 
Germany can, therefore, obtain colo- 
nies suitable for her purpose only at 
the expense of these last. 

“This is what is meant by the oft- 
reiterated statements that England. 
France and Russia are by their very 
existence inimical to Germany's wel- 
fare, and that, if she is to escape 
ruin, she must fight them. 

„The total annual imports into her 
own colonies she knows to be well 
under ten millions of dollars; the 
exports from England to English 

colonies she knows to total several 

hundred millions of dollars. Such 
market she is determined to have,

Discussing the economic forces 
driving Germany to choose between 
an aggressive war of conquest and 
national death.

Keiser Has Preserved Peace, 


“The men of the American Press for- 
get that the German Emperor, limited 
in his executive authority and ruling 
strictly in accordance with the German 
Constitution, in spite of his powerful 
army and his alleged desire for ex- 
pansion, has, during a reign of twenty- 
eix years, preserved the peace of Eu- 
rope and, at least once by his personal 
influence and under circumstances when 
his desire for peace wes hardly con- 
sistent with the dignity and the stand- 
ing of his country. 

“The English-German controversy is 
purely an economic one. In the eight- 
les German commerce increased so tre- 
mendously that the English Parliament 
considered it necessary to interfere, and 
passed a law which is commonly known 
as the Made in Germany” law. Since 
then German commerce has increased 
tenfold, and the jealousy of England 
has increased in the same measure. An 
additional irritant to England was the 
creation of the German navy. 

“The destruction of German commerce 
and of the German fleet is a matter of 
politico-economy necessity with En- 
giand; as much a preventive war as was 
the war of Rome, which resulted in the 
destruction of Carthage.“ 

Henry F. Kersting former Assist- 
ant City Attorney, attacked the edi- 
torial policy of the Post-Dispatch, 
the Republic and the Star and the 
American press, because of its fa- 
vorable attitude towards Germany's 
enemies. 

He asked why such a condition ex- 
isted. Kersting said England obeyed 
the rules of civilized warfare when 
it suited her, and declared England's 
record in India was not as spotless 
as snow and that it equaled the hor- 
rors of the Russian Bear in Siberia. 
Kersting declared the American peo- 
ple fickle, stating that during the 
Japanese-Russian War thé sympathy 
af the American people was firet for 
Japan and later for Russia, despite 
the fact that Russia was America’s 
enemy during the Civil War. 

Referring to the editorial treatment of 
the War news by the English dailies in 
St. Louis Kersting sald: Is there any- 
thing more dastardly, contemptible or 
despicable than the cartoon published 
a few days ago in the . Post-Dispatch 
which pictures the Kaiser as a juggler, 
using a lighted bomb for his instru- 
ment?

“England may have a great num- 
ber of battleships, but number alone 
does not win battles. Science counts,

Kersting finished his speech by de- 
claring that he longed to visit the 
Fatherland, where his cradle is and 
where his parents taught him the 
dear old German language. 

His speech was punctuated by wild 
applause. 

The Rev. H. Walz, Dr. George Richter, 
the Rev. J. Lubely and the Rev. E. P. 
Richter each made speeches in German 
which were vigorously cheered. 

A telegram to W. C. F. Lenz from 
C. J. Hexamer, president of the Nationa: 
German-American Alliance in Philadel- 
phia asked the Germans and Austrians 
in St. Louis to assist in the raising of 
$2,000,000 to be used in caring for the 
wounded Germans in the war. 

It was later stated that $4000 had been 
pledged during the meeting, but the 
names of the donors were not revealed. 
August H. Hoffman, president of the 
Northwestern Savings Bank, was named 
as chairman cf a committee to receive 
contributions in St. Louis.

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GERMAN VIEWPOINT 
VEN TO BRYAN BY 
CHARGE AFFAIRES 


Haniel von Haimhausen Says 
Germany Rejected England’s 
Humiliating Conditions. 


“ENGLISH EXAGGERATING” 


Official Declares Germans Did 
Not Have Capable Guns 
at Liege. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—The German 
viewpoint of the struggle in Europe was 
given today by the German Charge d' Af- 
faires, Haniel von Haimhausen, who re- 
turned from Newport to assume per- 
sonal direction of the German embas- 
sy in the absence in Europe of the Ger- 
man Ambassador, Count von Bernstorff. 

Von Haimhausen held a long confer- 
ence with Secretary Bryan on the gen- 
eral situation and also saw Counselor 
Lansing of the State Department con- 
cerning several acute phases relating 
to detention of Americans in Germany, 
the sailing of German reservists and 
the operations of German merchant 
ships 

Tells of English Demands. 

Concerning the political aspect of the 

conflict the German charge maintains 


, that reports from E. seek to give 
the erroneous impression that Germany 
Precipitated the war wholly because 
German troops had advanced into Bel- 
gium, whereas, he declares, the British 
Foreign Office previously had laid 
down terms to Germany which would 
have had the effect of restraining the 
German navy from operating against 
Russia in the Baltic—the most natural 
waterway leading to the Russian pos- 
sessions—or from operating against 
France along the north coast of that 
country, the most natural and proximate 
point -for the German naval forces to 
operate. 

As to Belgium, also, Von Haim- 
hausen declares, the British Govern- 
ment sought to tie the hands of 
Germany by a permanent agreement 
not to cross Belgian territory, when 
Germany was aware French forces 
had entered Belgium and were oper- 
ating there; also that Belgian coast 
points were ready to receive the 
British land and sea forces. It was 
this menace of humiliating the Ger- 
man navy by reducing it to a con- 
dition of passive inaction except at 
points far removed from its base 
while British and other fleets were 
free to operate at will and the added 
restraint of Germany in Belgium 
while Frances was unrestrained, that 
compelled Germany to reject the 
British conditions and adopt meas- 
ures compatible with her national 
dignity and defense. 


“EKnglish Reports Exaggerated,” 

As to the military operations 
around Liege, Von Haimhausen points 
out, English and French reports seek 
to give them the aspect of a great 
engagement, whereas, he says, they 
are merely the work of an advance 
guard which made a bold, but un- 
successful attempt to take a modern 
fortress. He confjders the English 
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reports of losses exaggerated and 
Says the advance guard was not 
equipped with the heavy siege guns 
capable of reducing a fortress. 
Haimhausen looks upon this as mere- 
ly a prelude to the advancement of 
the highly organized main corps of 
the German army, 

The German charge explained to 
officials that the interruption of 
American travel and exit in Germany 


was due to the movement of the 


military forces which took all avall- 
able trains and transportation service 
and that this would be accomplished 
with the least possible inconvenience 
to individuals and soon would be 
over.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—President 
Wilson plans, after his return from his 
wife’s funeral, to plunge into work and 
continue active direction of the plans 
for assisting Americans abroad and re- 
lieving the financial situation in the 
United States.

Graduate of Vassar Successfully 
Defends Suit Against Washer- 
woman by Money Lender. 


A courtroom crowded with people wit- 
nessed Miss Anne M. Evans of 4017 Del- 
mar boulevard, a young St. Louis attor- 
ney, plead her first jury case Friday 
afternoon in Justice Slater’s court, win- 
ning a $100 verdict for her client, and 
$25 attorney's fees for herself. 

Miss Evans, a graduate of Vassar, 
who was admitted to the bar last year, 
was pitted against William Sacks, an 
attorney of wide experience. 

Frank Alewel of 3120 Hawthorne boule- 
vard, a money lender, brought the suit 
against Mrs. Lavinia Smith of 2611 Whit- 


tier. street, a washerwoman, attempting 
to gain possession of pertain furniture 
ccvered by a chattel mortgage which he 
held. Miss Evans, in her brief, con- 
tended that the mortgage was in reality 
only one of a series of loans, which 
Mrs. Smith had started with Alewel’s 
father-in-law, John H. Vette, and con- 
she failed on a payment on the old one, 
tinued making a new loan every time 
and thereby had paid usurious interest. 
Sacks claimed that this loan covering 
the mortgage should stand alone, and 
claimed that Alewel had no connection 
with Vette. 


Miss Evans Appears in White. 


Miss Evans, who was dressed all in 
white, sat next to the jury box, and 
acdressed her questions to the witnesses 
iz. a quiet, well-rnodulated voice. 

Sacks, on the other hand, shouted all 
his questions, and objected in vehement 
language to Miss Evans’ questions at 
every opportunity.

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AMI CHAIRMA 


Will Formally Organize and Get 
Down to Business as Soon 
as Ceremony Is Over. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, the supreme 
agency in the new currency system, | 
will take office tomorrow, more than 
seven months after President Wilson 
Signed the currency act. 


After all the delays incident to the 
preliminary work of preparing for 
the system and difficulty in the Sen- 
ate over the confirmation of its mem 
bers, the board probably will be able 
to get down to business next week. 
All members of the board are now in 
Washington except F. A. Delano. He 
will arrive tomorrow. 

It became known today that Presi- 
dent Wilson will name Charles 8. 
Hamlin governor of the board and 
Delano, vice governor. With the 
swearing in of the members only 
one more step must be taken before 
the board takes up its duties. Under 
the law the organization committe?, 
composed of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the Secretary of Agricuture 
and the Comptroller of the Currency 
must call the first formal meeting of 
the board. A majority of the organ- 
ization committee is in Washington, 
and this meeting will be called im- 
mediately after the board is sworn 
in. 

Once in office the board will open 
the twelve reserve banks provided 
by law. Although there are several 
details to be worked out, the prin- 
cipal matters that must precede the 
opening of the bahks probably wiil 
not take much time. The system may 
be in operation in severa cities at 
least before the end of the month.

CHICAGO, Aug. 8.—With all food prices 
‘on the rise, wheat today closed at the 
highest quotation on the crop. Reports 
to the effect that the United States 
and British Government officials were 
working on plans to expedite the move- 
ment of surplus wheat in this country 
to Europe started the buying of wheat. 


May sold up to $1.07% and closed at tha: 


figure with December closing at the 
even dollar mark. September sold up 
to and closed at 94% cents. 

Flour is up a dollar a barrel in a 
week. 

The United States is the only country 
in the world having a bumper crop of 
wheat. Russia will be out of the run- 
ning for a long time and this country 
bas virtually no competition now that 
the Canadian crop is a failure. The only 
thing standing between the American 
farmer and high prices is the difficulty 
in exporting wheat and other products 
and now the prospects are this condition 
will be remedied within a reasonably 
short time. Flour dealers and jobbers all 
over the country have been heavy buy- 
ers of flour the last few days. The stocks 
are light, dealers banking on the Ng 
wheat crop to depress prices for wheat 
so they could buy flour to better ad- 
vantage. Minneapolis reports mills run- 
ing at capacity to supply the demand 
and local mills are doing a big business. 

Pork Highest in Years. 

The depression that hit the beet 
sugar industry with the passage of 
the tariff bill is being lifted. Beet 
sugar now promises to be highly 
profitable merchandise. 

Sugar is up a cent a pound in this 
country and from 3 to 5 cents in 
England. The latter imports enorm- 
ous cargoes of sugar. 

Germany, Russia and the Orient have 
been the source of supply. Germany 
is the largest grower of beet sugar 
in the world. The United States im- 
ports more than two-thirds of iis 
enormous sugar consumption. Cuba, 
Hawaii and the Philippines are the 
sources of supply. Corn and beet su- 
gar are the home crops. England is 
already bidding for Cuban sugar. 
From the low of almost three and 
one-half cents a pound for granu- 
lated the price has hardened and is 
climbing. Experts say it may go to 
ten cents a pound. 

Pork Highest in Years. 

Pork sold at $23.50 a barrel today. 
It is the highest in years. There 
were gains of 32% to 35 cents in 
lard prices. Chicago has a tremend- 
ous stock of lard on hand, while 
stocks at other points and abroad are 
moderate. This is counted upon to 
make much better demand for the 
‘big stock here. 

A war price basis is being rapidly 
established in coarse grains. Corn 
prices advanced 2% to 2% cents, 
closing at about the top. 

September corn finished at 78% 
cents. Oats was up about 2 cents. 
The bullish report on corn issued by 
the Government caused a small-sized 
panic in corn, especially for Septem- 
ber, which was-almost impossible to 
buy early in the day. 

In about a week the price of navy 
beans has been boosted from $2.10 to 
$3.25 per bushel and it was reported 
the United States Government had 
been buying beans recently.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8-—Only two 
messages acknowledging receipt of the 
tender of good offices of the American 
Government in the war have oe from 
Europe. President Poincare expressed 


his appreciation of the offer, but made 
no comment on whether or not it would 
be accepted. The Russian foreign of- 
fice sent a message through the 
American Embassy acknowledging re- 
ceipt of the offer and saying it would 
be forwarded to Emperor Nicholas, who 
was with the army in the field. 


Officials Reassured. 

Dispatches received from consular 
agents throughout Europe by the 
State Department late tonight reas- 
sured officials here that the condi- 
tion of American refugees was not 
so alarming as they had been led to 
believe by previous reports. 

Secretary Garrison said it now ap- 
peared unnecessary to send transports 
to more than two or three of th 
European ports. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Squier, Ameri- 
can military attache in London, re- 
ported that conditions in England 
were rapidly approaching normal. 
Preparations were being made, he 
said, to take all Americans in Swit- 
zerland who desired transportation to 
Calais, Bologne or Dieppe by ann 
train. 

The situation as now e 
calls for financial assistance rather 
that for means of transportation,” 
said Secretary Garrison. “Gold is 
now in the greatest demand, and that 
is on the way. As soon as the bank- 
ers learn that we have the gold to 
redeem letters of credit and other 
papers, that trouble will be over.” 

According to the dispatches, there 
are now 20,000 Americans in London 
and probably 50,000 on the Continent. 
Four thousand Americans arrived in 
London today from Belgium and 
France. More than 800 are reported 
to be in Berne, Switzerland, and these 
will be removed by special trains. 
It is estimated that 6500 Americans 
are in Italy and 500 in Sweden. 


South American Trade in U. 8. 
Inquiries have been received at the 


State Department from South Ameri- 
can countries as to whether the San 
Francisco Exposition would be post- 
poned on account of the war. Minister 
Suarez of Chile asked Secretary Bryan 
to let him know as quickly as possible, 
as Chile had planned to begin work at 
once on its building. 

There are many indications that South 
American countries are turning to Amer- 
ican merchants for many ‘products 
hitherto bought in Europe. Minister 
Suarez said today he was endeavoring 
to arrange for the supply of coal from 
the United States for the Chilean navy. 
Other South American countries are 
known to have bought large quantities 
of foodstuffs and manufactures in the 
United States. 


Aid for British Red Cross. 

Mrs. Whitelaw Reid, widow of the 
former Ambassador to Great Britain, 
notified the American Red Cross today 
that she would defray the expenses of 
12 Red Cross nurses for Great Britain 
for one month. Mrs. Reid also has sent 
$1000 to the British Red Cross.

Postal Savings Gain Rapidly. 
The European conflict has given an 


enormous impetus to the postal savings 
system, according to reports to Post- 
master-General Burleson, from post- 
masters in the large commercial cen- 
ters. Scores of foreign-born wage- 
earners are taking their savings to the 
postoffices, thus releasing enormous 
sums for commercial purposes which 
otherwise would be hoarded. Many 
new accounts are being opened and the 
number of withdrawals, already below 
normal, has rapidly diminished. In 
New York City last week deposits 
quadrupled daily, while scores of other 
cities show gains. 

Third Assistant Postmaster-General 
Dockery received a telegram from a 
small Illinois city saying Greeks in a 
railroad construction gang there want- 
ed to deposit $36,000. 

Large sums have been cabled by the 
State Department for immediate use 
of its diplomatic officers in aiding 
Americans in various European capi- 
tals. Secretary Garrison has practi- 
cally decided to charter neutral ves- 
sels abroad to bring Americans home. 


Board of Relief Statement. 
Improvements in the condidon of 


Americans throughout the war zone 
were reported at the first meeting of 
the board of relief, created by Presi- 
dent Wilson to deal with the problem. 
It was said that transportation condi- 
tions in France were practically normal 
again. No more naval vessels will be 
dispatched to Europe for the present. 

The chairman of the Relief Board 
gave out a statement reviewing the sit- 
uation and explaining how Americans 
abroad may be aided through Govern- 
ment agencies.

The move- 
ment of cotton has fallen to almost 
nothing; the few bales that find their 
way to the ports are very likely cot- 
tons that were started before the pres- 
ent troubles began.

‘some 400,000 bales that have not yet

American mille can 
easily take care of this cotton. As for 
the visible supply and mill stocks in Eu- 
rope, without question they are valuable 
assets to their owners and cannot be 
looked upon as a burden; the great 
question in Europe is to find a way to 
get more cotton. The remnant of the 
crop of 1913-1914 need bother no one. 
But we face another crop, already be- 
ginning to mave, for Galveston has re- 
ceived more than 200 bales of new cot- 
ton, and picking is going forward all 
over the Southern part of the cotton 
belt. To provide for this new crop is 
a problem that should be met quickly, 
and while the various cotton exchanges 
are closed. Let us not forget that the 
United States only uses about 0 per 
cent of our cotton; when a way is found 
to export the rest of the crop other 
nations are going to buy as cheaply 
as possible; their aim 1 be to use 
American gold to buy American cotton, 
and make that gold buy all that per- 
suasion and manipulation can contrive. 


“As soon as an agreement is arrived at 


by which cotton may be exported, 
whether it is by termination of hos- 
tilities or by declaring cotton not con- 
traband of war, offers for cotton will be 
received. 

The effect of this new and wide de- 
mand should be to stimulate prices, 
but Europeans are shrewd buyers and 
these first offers will be made with a 
view. to 8 the market and at a 
level much below the prices ruling at 
the close of the various markets. 
Whether or not the grower of cotton 
will accept this low price will depend on 
his ability to say no“ and live. The 
prevention of waste is essential to the 
welfare of the country; it is not an un- 
believable thing, that, under certain con- 
ditions, a great part of the coming 
crop would not be worth picking, es 
cially if labor is to be high, a condition 
that is likely if this country is to do 
the manufacturing that Europe is now 
unable to do. To make provision for 
the financial care of the new crop may 
require legislation; or it may be within 
the scope of the new reserve banks 
with their facilities for rediscounting;

Stockers and feeders were in light sup- 

ly all week and while the demand for 
hem was not heavy, yet prices re- 
mained steady in the majority of cases. 

Receipts in the quarantine division 
were very light and came mostly from 
Oklahoma.

CHICAGO, Aug. 8.—Highest war prices 
yet came today as a result of rumors 
that Canadian import duties would 50 
removed, Wheat closed strong at the 
top figures reached, an advance of 2 
to Msc net.

The previ- 
ous extreme was $1.07% for May. hen 
trading ended this afternoon the entire 
list of future déliveries of wheat, bar- 
ring only September, stood at $1 4 
bushel or above. 


Winnipeg sent the news which caused 
the greatest strength in the wheat mar- 
ket here. The reports were that the 
Canadian Government would either take 
off the duties direct or would allow 
wheat from the United States to enter 
Canada in bond, to be made into flour 
for export to England and to allied 
countries. It was explained that the 
Canadian crop was short and would be 
insufficient to fil demands which al- 
ready had become urgent.

Wheat constantly ascended in price 
almost from the start. It was re- 
garded as beyond doubt that the Brit- 
ish Government had purchased wheat 
at Winnipeg, and there were also re- 
ports that by means of Government 
and financial arrangements at Wash- 
ington and New York, rellef would 
quickly be given to the export trade 
from the United States.

Kansas Widow Makes Excellent 
Living on Five-Acre Tract 
Without Assistance. 

Mrs. Clara Colwell of Smith Center, 
Kan., furnishes an illustration of what 
may be done in poultry raising. She 
makes a specialty of selling baby chicks 
and she does a large business, This sea~ 
son she has hatched 18,000 chicks. She 
has sold 13,000 of these to all parts of 
the Central West and the further West. 
She ships them when they are one day 
old. This is entirely practical, because. 
as is generally recognized, chicks are 
better off without food for 4 hours 
after being hatched and they may safe- 
ly go at least three days without food. 
Losses from such shipments are very 
small. Mrs. Colwell does not get high 
prics. She receives about M a dozen 
for her baby chicks, but she neverthe- 
less makes a nice profit. She must 69 
very successful in incubating them, oth- 
erwise she could, not profitably sell 

chicks at so low a figure. 

Mrs. Colwell has a five-acre tract of 
land, part of which is soon to alfalfa 
for green feed. She does not sell eggs 
or fowls on the market except in the 
“off’’ season. All her breeding stock ts 
pure bred. She has single comb brown 
and white Leghorns and Barred Rocks. 

On her five-acre tract Mra, Colwell 
clears more money than the average 
farmer clears on a quarter section of 
land, and six months of the year her 
work is very light. She hires no help 
She is a widuw with two small chijdren, 
neither over 10 years of age. Those 
children furnish all the assistance Mrs. 
Colwell has. 

Here is an illustration of what one 
may do on a farm or on a suburban 
tract of land. But it isn’t something 
everyone may do, Mrs. Colwell’s suc- 
cess is evidence that she is a real busi- 
ness woman and that she knows the 
poultry business thoroughly.

She Will Remain There 
Charge of Attending the 
French Wounded.

PARIS, Aug. 8.—Mrs. W. K. Van- 
derbilt has turned her large house 
into a hospital for the wounded of 
the French army, and will remain 


there in charge of it herself. Her 
action caused great enthusiasm. A 
movement is under way, in which she 
and leading Americans are interested, 
to form an American Volunteer Corps 
to go to the front wearing uniforms 
such as are worn by United States 
troops at the time of Lafayette. 

The American Ambulance Commit- 
tee, which also has opened a roomy 
building at Neuilly for a hospital, 
has received voluntary applications 
for duty there from 12 eminent phys- 
icians, among them three Americans, 
Dr. Joseph A. Blake of New York, 
Dr. Charles Roland, former army sur- 
geon, and Dr, George B. Hayes. Twen- 
ty-four women, many of them promi- 
nent in society, have volunteered for 
nurse duty. More than $9000 has 
been subscribed to this hospital. 

The French military authorities 
are offering every facility for 
American citizens in France. 

Gaston Doumergue, former French 
Premier, last evening thanked Am- 
bassador Herrick for the relief af- 
forded to the French authorities by 
the American Ambassy and Consu- 
late-General in looking after Ameri- 
can citizens in Paris. He also 
thanked him for the formation of 
the American ambulance corps. 

The French war office today placed 
three omnibuses temporarily at the 
service of the American Embassy for 
the transportation of homeless Ger- 
mans from the Embassy offices to 
the school building where they are 
now lodged.

Refugees’ Principal Endeavor 
Now Is to Get Home Be- 
fore Real War Begins. 


MANY IN. SWITZERLAND 


British Steamship Lines Agree to 
Accept Tickets Bought for 
Other Boats.

LONDON, Aug. 8.—Cable dispatches 
to Ambassador Page from the State 
Department at Washington confirm 
the report that the continental gov- 
ernment will permit the safe passage 
of Americans as soon as mobilization 
is completed in France, Germany, 
Russia and Austria, which it is esti- 
mated will. be within a week. This 
has encouraged the Americans in Lon- 

don. 

The acute distress has been relieved 
by the funds of the American Com- 
mittee. It has been decided not to 
make public the names of the bene- 
ficiaries. 

Clarence and Graff F. Van Duzer, 
who have charge of this feature of 
the relief, are assured of about $10,- 
000, and more will be forthcoming 
if necessary. The loan fund to pro- 
vide for persons temporarily em- 
barrassed amounts to $30,000, 

The committee reports that the 
first demands, due to the condition 
of persons making their way from the 
continental war zone to London, have 
apparently been relieved, 

Pressure on Government, 

The thoughts of the Americans here 
are centered upon getting home be- 
fore real war begins. 

Ambassador Page and the Relief 
Committee, with the assistance of the 
steamship companies, whose ships 
have a possibility of sailing are try- 
ing to induce the British Government 
to permit the sailing of as many ships 
as possible in orden to reli€ve the 
congestion. 

Although the Hamburg-American of- 
fices here are boarded up, officiafs are 
still distributing mail to Americans. 

The White Star, Allan, Canadian Paci- 
fice and other lines have announced 
that they will accept tickets on other 
British lines in payment for tickets on 
their steamers in place of cash as fast 
as they can provide accommodation. The 
Cunard is unable to do this, as alli 
its booking are full. It is now trying 
to arrange for the sailing of 
smaller ships, the Saonia, Ivernia, Car- 
pathia and Pannonia.

to the amounts paid by intending pas- 
sengers here the equivalent will be re- 
funded to them by the transporation 
company.

A.aericans Pay Premiums, 

Americans naturally prefer to Sail 
under their own flag and $100 premium 
is paid in many instances for an- 
exchange for Britsh ships.

Expert Declares res Arnis Must Be 
Enormous or Casualty State- 
ments Are Wrong. 


— 
ARLY reports of the strussle 
2 about Liege indicate, according 
to a United States Army officer 
whose name must be withheld, either 
that the fighting has involved unprece- 
dented numbers and casualties or that 
reports of numbers engaged are inaccu- 
rate. 

At the end of the third day Belgian 
sources reported that the Germans had 
lost 25,000 men, while the Belgian losses 
had been about one-third of that num- 
ber. If that were true, the Germans 
already have lost at Liege more than 
any Union or Confederate army lost in 
a single battle of the American Civil 
War and more than either the Allies or 
the French lost at Waterloo. 

Furthermore, one report was that the 
German Crown Prince was on the way 
to the front with an army of 800,000 
ren. The American experts will not 
go so far as to say that it would be 
impossible to handle that large a force 
in the field, but they point out that it 
is the largest single army of modern 
times. It is more than both the Rus- 
sians and the Japanese had combined in 
the entire campaign ending in the so- 
called Battle of Mukden and the largest 
force any modern general has ever 
led to battle. 


~ 
200,00 Men Fores Enormous Army. 
The American officer pointed out that 


while there is no definite maxim as to 
the number of men a General may han- 
dle effectively in a battle, that a total 
force of 100,000 to 200,000 men would be 
considered enormous. He also said 
althongh a country might have a total 
available force of 6,000,000 or 7,000,000 
men, that would by no means mean 
that even a considerable percentage of 
that force could be marshalled tor a 
single campaign. 

In the Civil War the United States 
had a total fighting strength of 2,772,408 
men. Yet the largest force the Union 
mustered for a single battle was thaf 
of Gen. Hooker at Chancellorsville, 
which was 132,000 men. 


According to the officer’s authority it 
would be entirely impossible for Ger- 
many, for instance, to bring one-sixth 
of its total available force into one 
offensive campaign. In the first place, 
such a force would be too unwieldy 
for transportation with the rapidity re- 
quired in modern warfare. In the sec- 
ond place, the mere feeding of such a 
gost on emergency field rations would 
be an undertaking too enormous to con- 
template. 

700,000 Men in Battle of Mukden. 

Experts estimate that the total Rus- 
sian strength at Mukden was 375,000 and 
the total Japanese strength was 225,000. 
These forces were distributed over a 
battle line more than 50 miles long. 
Even that great length of line was not 
unprecedented, the line of the Allies at 
Waterloo, on the first day of fighting, 
being estimated at 90 miles. 

If the present operations around Liege 
are anywhere in proportion and if the 
Crown Prince’s relieving army is any- 
thing like the estimated strength, that 
would mean that the probable line of 
battle would cover practically the whole 
Franco-Belgian frontier. It would also 
mean that the great battle expected 
to take place within the next few days 
will cover a very large part of. the 
field of Waterloo. Liege was at the 
extreme left of the Allies’ line in that 
struggle. 

The American Civil War still remains 
the most sanguinary in history, accord- 
ing to the numbers engaged. Losses 
on both sides at its bloodiest battle, An- 
tietam, amounted to upwards of 90,000 
men, or only 5000 more than the Ger- 
mans are reported to have lost already 
at Liege. f 

A long battle line is useful to an 
army, the experts say, for two reasons. 
For one, it stretches its wings out so 
far that the opposing force cannot suc- 
cessfully undertake the much dreaded 
flanking operation. For the other, the 
line is extended much further than that 
of the opposition; it facilitates an en- 
veloping movement with flank attacks. 


Machine Guns — Old Marching 
er. 


American army experts cannot be- 


ueve the Belgian reports that the 


German infantry advanced to the at- 
tack of the Liege forts in “close” 
order. To march a big body of men 
in the formation against modern rap- 
id-fire machine guns would invite 
slaughter. The modern theory of in- 
fantry maneuvers is to make an at- 
tacking line as thin as possible, so 
that the least volume of resistance 
will be offered to hostile artillery. 

The old idea was just the reverse. 
It was based on what was called 
‘shock action.” A heavy force of in- 
fantry would charge against guns. 
When the muzzle-loading cannon. were 
fired the decimated ranks would close 
up again and make considerable prog- 
ress: before the next considerable vol- 
ley could be poured in. With modern 
rapid-fire guns the volley would be 
virtually continuous. 

Close order charging was the rule 
when. the battle of Waterloo was 
fought. In that struggle, the En- 
glish-Dutch-German allies had about 
209,000 men in the field. The French 
never had more than 105,000, and 
most of the time only about 75,000 
of these were engaged in the actual 
fighting. The French lost about 42,- 
000 men and the allies about 24,000.

In other words, he does not believe that education 
may be pounded into children with a club, on the one 
bend, or that it can be imparted to them by a series 
of hypodermic injections on the other. -What he does 
believe is that children can be required to do a neces- 
sary amount of hard work and that the proper psycho- 
logical treatment will make them eager to do it.
